THE MORMON BILL, 


Senator Gray, of Delaware, Opposes Silver 
Coinage. 

WASHINGTON, January 6.—The chair laid 
before the senate a letter from the secretary of 
var, transmitting plans and estimates for a per- 
hanent wharf at Fortress Monroe, Va. Also, 
letier from the postmaster general complying 
ith the call of the recent senate resolution 
sh respect to the appointment of postmasters in 
, ine, alleged to havt been procured through 


the influence of S. 8S. Brown, chairman of the 
democratic committee of that state. This com- 
munication caused a sharp debate between 
Messrs. Hale, Vest and Voorhees, at the con- 
clusion of which it was, on motion of Mr. Hale, 
referred to the committee on civil service re- 
form. 
BILLS INTRODUCED. 

Among the bills introduced and appropriate- 
ly referred were the following: 

By Mr. Hoar, to fix atime for the meeting 
of congress. It fixes the time of the meeting 
of copgress in 1886, and every seconi year 
thereafter, or the first Monday in October, and 
in 1887, and every second year thereafter, on 
the second Monday in November. In intro- 
ducing the bill Mr. Hoar said that all must 
concede that the business of the country was 
increasing so fast that longer sessions of con- 
gress were necessary. — 

MR. GRAY’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Gray called up Beck’s recent resolution 
of inquiry regarding the payment of custom 
duties in coin, and the application of that coin 
to the purposes of the sinking fund, etc. The 
resolution having been read, Mr. Gray said he 
would vote for it, but for reasons very differcnt 
from those which actuated Mr. Beck, and those 
who thought with him. Reviewing the history 
of our coin legislation, the act of 1575, Mr. 
Gray said, was tentative. It 
was based on the idea that silver 
would shortly reach an international ratio 
with gold. It was the hope of the attainment 
of this international ratio that actuated many 
thoughtful men in voting for that bill. This 
hope had been disappointed. The object of 
the bill had been defeated, and a dollar worth 
ninety-two cents in 1878 was now worth less 
than eighty cents. Passionate invective on 
the part of the silver men would not enhance 
the value of the silyer dollar. The actions 
and recommendations of the president and the 
secretary of the treasury on the silver question 
were right. He (Gray) was not here todefend 
any one, but economic laws were always the 
same. He was neithera bondholder nor the 
son of a bondbolder, buf he was for paying 
the bondholders in ‘honest money. The 
true issue in question was whether 
the true relation of gold andsilver could be 
reached by the continuance of the present plan 
of silver coinage. He asserted that this could 
not be done. Silver coinage had served a use- 
ful purpose as asubsidy coin, but no country 
desired a basis of silver coin alone, and if gold 
were supplanted by silver, we would have a 
silver basis. The gold standard had kept us 
in easy relations with the rest of the world. 
Bimetalism could not be reached by any one 
country alone. France had long ago stopped 
her silver coinage, and should’ we, by contin- 
uing our present course, drive out of the coun- 
try several hundred millions of gold coin. If 
we did so, we should have contraction indeed. 
The act of 1878, having failed toraise the va)ue 
of silver, persistence in our present plan of sil- 
ver coinage would bring us tothe silver stan- 
card. We would be reduced to the basis of an 
eighty cent dollar, and the government of the 
United States would, in fact, beseiling its own 
debt. This would bea public misfortune, as 
evidencing a condition of public dishonesty, 
which, to say the least, was equally reprehen- 
sible with imdividual dishonesty. Many of 
those who fuvored silver coinage were not, in 
Mr. Gray’sopinion, solid, conservative buasi- 
ness men, but those of a speculative turn, He 
desired,to see silver in circulation concurrently 
with gold, but the failure of the best efforts to 
get into that econdition was _ suflicient 
proof that our continued coinage 
would be of no avail in that direction. 
We were all embarked on the same great voy- 
age—debtor and creditor. One fate awaited 
us all. Weshould therefore, honestly endeav- 
or to adjust cur differences in order that the 
intercsts of all our people may be honestly and 
fairly acvanced. , 

Mr. Gray was Tis‘ehed to with unusual atten- 
tion. His veice was clear, resonant and well 
custained, and at the close of his remarks he 
received the congratulations of several- of his 
senatorial friends, i 

Mr. McPherson followed on the same sub- 
ject. The United States treasury, be said, had 
become a vast and complicated machine. There 
were seven Cifferent factors in our circulation, 

_in the form of various kinds of notes. If the 
coinage were now suspended, silver might be 
got to the proper relation with gold, and, in. 
the opinion e#the best authorities of the world, 
we had now got to the point in silver coinage 
beyond which it was dangerous forus to go. 
The need of the currency was a need created 

not by law, but by business. Whenever the 
treasury could no longer maintain a gold basis, 
then the public would have to take care of 
themselves. Silver dollars had thus far re- 
mained at par with gold because they had but 
limited use, and were limited in number with- 
in the limit of the public needs. 

jut the Gresham law still held good after 
thiee centuries of observation. name'y, that 
bad money drives out good money. All his- 
tory taught that with currency of a fluctuating 
value, as ours was tending to become, specula- 
ticp wasenccuraged and monctary ruin has- 
tcned. The loss would always fall on the pro- 
ducers of our country, as the importers would 
protect themselves. Referring to the effect of 
silver in India, McPherson exclaimed: 

“Ged forbid that American laborer should 
ever come toa condition like that of the la- 
borer of India.” A blow aimed by the silver 
men atthe “bloated bondholders,” Mr. Me- 
Pherson insisted, would strike with tenfold 
force on the head of the laborer. The govern- 
ment had permitted its financial agent, Jay 
Cooke, to advertise that the interest on bonds 
was payable in gold. (McPherson produced 
such advertisements. ) 

Mr. Beck inquired how much the purchasers 
of the bonds had paid for them? 

Mr. McPherson replied that that made no 
difference. The government having held out 
such representations could not now ignore 
them, could not play fast and loose with its 
creditors, 

The reference by Mr. McPherson, to an un- 
derstanding that the bonds were to be paid in 
gold, brought from Messrs. Morgan, Harris and 
Beck simultaneously an energetic insistance 
that paymentin “coin” and not “gold” was 
the understanding and agreement. 

To show that business was already becoming 
alarmed at our course with regard to silver, 
Mr. McPherson read a letter from the 
manager of the Liverpool, London and Globe 
insurance company,stating trat that companyin 
view ef the great uncertainty with regard to 
coinage, had decided to make no further loans 
except on specific agreement of their payment 
in gold coin. 

On the gconclusion of Mr, McPherson’s re- 
marks,Mr.Brown gave notice that tomorrow he 
would ask tobe heard on the resolution of 
Mr. Beck. 

THE UTAH BILL CALUBD UP. 

Mr. Hoar called attention to’the anomalous 
condition of business in the senate, there bo- 
ing several important bills already reported 
from committees, which bills were being de- 
layed by the silver debate, which would have 
tobe repeated when the finance committee 
should come to report the bill dealing with 
coinage. 

On motion of Mr. Edmunds, the senate then 
took up the Utah bill, the pending question 
being on Mr. Hoar’s motion to strike out the 
section that would disfranchise the women of 
Utah, 

Mr. Brown expressed himself as opposed to 
woman’s suffrage, and said that if the yuestion 
was up in his own state he would vote against 
it, but as the question before the senate was 
one affecting a right already given to the wo- 
men of Utah by the laws of that territory, he 
(Brown) would vote for Mr. Hoar’s motion. 

The vote having been reached on the amend- 
ment, it was rejected, yeas 11, nays 37. The 
senators voting yea were Messrs, Aldrich, Blair, 
Brown, Call, Dawes, Dolph, Hoar, Mitchell of 
ae gen Palmer, Stepford and Teller, 

7 rection disfranchising women remains, 
therefore, a fart of the bill. 


An amendment proposed by Mr. Edmunds 
was agreed to,providing that marriages within, 
but not including the fourth degree of con- 
sanguinity shall be deemed incestuous, and 
punishable by imprisonment. 

Mr. Morgan opposed the provision for trus- 
tees to administerthe affairs.of the Mormon 
church. He characterized polygamy as an 
offense that “stinks in the nostrils of civiliza- 
tion.” He thought if anything was to be 
done about it, it should be torn up root and 
branch. 

Mr. Edmunds replied that those trustees 
would deal only with the property of that 
church. The committee had feared to abolish 
the whole corporation, which congress had the 
clear right to do, and had _ confined 
the work of the trustees to the 
temporal affairs of the chureh. The 
committee had not wished to have a precedent 
for legislative interference with religion. 
Apart from the feature of polygamy, Mr. Ed- 
munds did not think the belief of the Mor- 
mons greatly different from the belief of 
other sects. 

After further debate as to the provisions 
relating to the testimony of husband and wife, 
the debate went over till to-morrow, Mr. 
Edmunds saying he would then ask the 
Senate to “‘set it out,” and bring the billtoa 
vote. . 

Mr. Voorhees gave notice tht on Wednesday, 
the 20th of January, he would call up his reso- 
lution expressing the sense of the senate on 
the death of the late Vice-president Hen- 
dricks. 

THE INDIAN POLICY 

Mr. Morgan offered a resolutinn, which was 
agreed to, directing the committee on Indian 
atlairs to consider and report, whether wise 
policy in the civilization of the Indians require 
the establishment of a school west of the Mis- 
siesippi river, based on the principle of the 
military enlistment, instruction aud discipline 
of Indian youths, with a view to qualifying 
them for service in the United States army. 

Mr. Blair, from the committee on edneation 
and labor, reported favorably a bill to aid in 
the establishment ofcommon schools, the same 
as the bill that passed the senate the last con- 
gress. 

At 5:20 p. m. the senate adjourned.

WAITING FOR THE COMMITTEES, 

Betore the conclusion of the call the house 
at 4:40 adjourned.

Only two states and 
the territories remain to be called, but the 
recognition of members who were absent upon 
the recent bill days may occupy a couple of 
hours. 


RAIN AND SNOW. 


THE WATERS RUSHING DOWN THE 
HILLSIDES. 


The Maine Rivers Bspecially on a Big Boom—Lum- 
ber and- Logs Swept Away by the Filoods— 
The Pennsylvania Rivers Also Making 
Disaster —Snow in the West. 


AvGusta Me., January 6.—Two i72 feet 
spans of the railroad bridge across the Kenne- 
bec river, at this place, were carried away by 
the freshet at 8o’clock this morning. Late in 
the fall repairs were commenced on the bridge. 
and at the time of the accident, the two 
spans rested entirely on the __ trestle 
work built up from the bed of the 
river. The rains of the past few days had 
greatly weakened the ice, and fears were en- 
tertained for the safety of the bridge, and a 
strict watch was kept. The water rose about 
two feet between six o’clock Jast night and six 
o'clock this morning. At alittle past eight 
o'clock the ice commenced to run over the 
dam, and come down in large quantities 
ayainst the trestle work, piling up several feet’ 
The wood work could not stand the pressure 
and gaveway. Three loaded coal cars went 
down with the bridge. Much delay will be 
caused to travel. 

The mam central bridge over Royal’s river 
at Yarmouth, has been so weakened by the 
freshet that the morning trains could not 
cross it, and the passengers had to be trans- 
ferred, 

The Saco river is at the 
known in January. This morning the ice 
broke above the falls, and parted the two 
main booms, end 50,600 logs were lost over the 
dem. Cousiderable damage is reported from 
above Saco. 

THE RIVERS ELSEWHERE. 

HAVRE DeEGRAcE, Md., January 6.--The 
Susquchanna river is bigher at this point than 
atany time since 1 One hundred thou- 
sand logs have broken loose, and are being 
swept dewn the river. 

PITTSBURG, Ta., January 6.—AlIll danger of 
flocd here is past, as waters are receding. 
Kivers reached twenty-three feet this morning 
and covered flats on north and south sides but 
no serious damage was done. 

DENVER, Col., January 6.—- Although the 
snow storms bave been general through the 
Recky Mountain region, the blockades caused 
by the drifting have been confined to the Kan- 
sas and Nebraska. The trains on the Chicago, 
burlington and Quincy, the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe, and the Kansas Pacifie railroads 
were delayed from six to twelve hours. The 
blockades have been raised, however, and this 
evening all the trains arrived and departed on 
time,

ON A LEVEL WITH 
EASTON, Pa., January 6.—The Delaware a 
at JU a. Ib. Was twenty fet high, and ona 
level with the Delaware canal and the Lehigh 
river. The river embankment of the canal 
here has been badly washed away. The Le- 
high fell during the night, but not enough to 
permit the mill in South Easton to resume 
work. The mills on the eastern side of the 
river resumcd this morning. The Lehigh ca- 
nal, between Easton and Mauch Chunk, has 
been filled in many places by carth and stones 
washed from the hillsides. The trains on the 
Lehigh Valley main line are running on time 
today, but trouble still exists on the Beaver 
Meadow division by reason of a big washout at 
Penn Haven. The passenger trains on the Le- 
high and Susquehanna road are now running 
regularty, but the freight and coal trains come 
in slowly.

THE MERRIMAC RISING 
NASHUA, N. H., January 6.—The Merrimac 
river has been rising rapidly since last night. 
Ithas backed upat the mouth ofthe 
Nasl ua, overflowing the low 
lands, and making it necessary for the mills to 
use steam power. The water has risen between 
six and seven feet during the night, rising at 
ore time at the rate of eight inches an hour. 
This forenoon -the water is still rising slowly. 
The height of the Nashua and Merrimac rivers 
is unprecedented at this season. 


THE PREVAILING STORM. 


The Western States Have a Storm of Unusual 
Violence. 

DENVER, Col., January 6.—A storm of un- 
usual violence prevails in the mountains. The 
blockades on the railroad are the worst known 
for years. The signal service officer here says 
the storm originated in the Rocky mountains 
four days ago, when the first frigid weather 
began. At the towns in northern Colorado the 
thermometer varied from twenty to thirty 
deerces below zero. At Tennessee pass, above 
Leadville, the mercury was 33 degrees below. 
This intensely cold weather was actompanied 
by high winds blowing from the north. The 
zero laden winds blowing east and striking the 
warmer atmosphere caused a heavy snow fall 
in Kansas. 

DEATH TO THE CATTLE. 

The worst phase of the storm is the necessar- 
ily disastrous effect it will have upon the cattle 
interests. Itis thought that the storm will 
cause a high death rate in southern Colorado, 
not because of the snow particularly, but be- 
cause of the intensely cold weather and high 
winds. Along the Arkansas valley the herds are 
drifting to the river, and showing unmistaka- 
ble evidences of exposure and fatigue. In the 
mountain valleys, where thousands of cattle 
were lately driven from the overstocked 
ranges of the plains, the storm will prove to be 
excessively severe. The larger portion of 
these valleys are out of reach of telegraphic 
commun'‘cation. In the yalleys heard from, 
especially in western and porthern Colorado, 
lying west of the continental divide, the snow 
is reported to be unusually deep and the 
streams frozen. A great loss will undoubtedly 
be the result. The unparalleled cold weather 
in northern New Mexico will cause great 
damage to the mammoth herds grazing there. 
Hunareds of snow shovelers, a dozen snow 
plows aud all the locomotives available have 
left Denver to battle with the drifts on the 
railrcad. The wide scope of country lying be- 
tween the Kansas line and the base of the 
mountains escaped with only a few inches of 
snowfall, but was the dominion of an aretic 
wave. 


The Susquehanna Receding. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., January 6.—Susquehan- 
na river at this point has receded six inches 
up to twelve o’clock tonight, and was still 
falling. The mills in the lower section of the 
city have all shutdown, and cannot start until 
further fall takes place. 


Snow in Engiand. 

LONDON, January 6.—A severe snow storm has 
prevailed throughout England during the past 
eight hours. Railroad traffic 1s greatly im- 
peded, and many telegraph wires are broken. 
The snow greatly interferes with travel in 
London. 


FREAK OF A MADMAN. 


He Makes an Effort to Behead Himself and 
Fails, But Dies From His Wounds. 

Sr. Lovis, January 6.—John Bodes, a mad- 
wan, committed suicide in a horrible manner 
yesterday. While walking on the street he 
drew a clasp knife, and plunging the blade 
into the side of his neck, tried to behead him- 
self. He did not succeed. He again thrust 
the blade into the other side of his neck, and 
drew it around under his chin, sev- 
ering his windpipe, but strange to say, 
missing the carotid artery. He again plunged 
the knife into his neck, and followed it up by 
stabbing himself in the left side and arms. 
The blood streamed from the wounds to the 
sidewalk, and the spectators gathered around 
horrified. The madman kept them at bay with 
his knife, and then ran, pursued by the police, 
and did not stop until weak from his wounds. 
He died in a short time. :

WASHINGTON, January 6.—Senator Beck is 
very much pleased with the result of his 
speech in the senate.

*Diana’s tribute to the champion Of silver.” It 
is said the Kentucky senator is very much de- 
lighted with this picture and intends to have it 
framed to hang up in his library.

Bills, 

WASHINGTON, January 6.—Mr. Reagan, of 
Texas, today introduced a bill providing for 
the submission of a constitutional amendment 
which strikes out the constitutional prohibi- 
tion against direct taxation, and provides that 
direct taxes, when levied by the United States, 
shall be apportioned between the states on the 
basis of the value of property, and the states 
shall Shave the right to collect the same by 
their own officers, and from subjects of taxa- 
ticn provided by their laws. 

Mr. Reagan also introduced the Eades 
‘hip railway bill, providing for a guarantee by 
the United States for the period of tfifeen 
years,that two-thirds of the revenues of the 
company shall amount annually to two mil- 
lion, five hundred thousand dollars.

“ELEVATED ENGINEE 


A DIFFICULTY BETWEEN'THE EN- 
GINEERS AD COMPANY 


Grard Chief Engineer Arthur's Opinion of the 
Trouble—A Proposition Submitted and Will 
Probably be Satisfactory to the Engi- 
neers-—Other Railroad News. 
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New YorK, January 6.—The office of 
Steavens house, on the lower Broadway, was 
crowded this morning with engineers, whe 
gathered in groups to discuss their difficulty 
with the elevated railroads. Grand Chief En- 
gineer Arthur was also present. When asked 
for his opinion on the action of the company 
in shutting off travel from the Second avenue 
and Ninth avenue branches, he said: 

“I anticipated no such lock out. It was en- 
tirely unexpected and wnecalled for. There 
was nothing that the engineers had done or 
expected to do that could justify this action on 
the part of the company.” 

An engineer, who was one of the committee 
of ten said that the action of the company was 
taken merely to forestall any move of the 
brotherhood, and to throw the responsibility 
of the lack of traveling facilities upon the en- 
gineers, 

State railroad commissioner, O'Donnell, this 
morning called at the office of the elevated 
road, and informed the superintendent thag 
under the charter of the company, the trains 
on the 2nd and 9th avenue lines could not be 
withdrawn without violating its provisions 
There was a hurried consultation between the 
superintendent and such of the directors as 
could be found in regard to the matter, which 
resulted in sending out an order tothe effect 
that the employes of these two lines should at 
once report for duty, and begin the runuing of 
trains. 

A committee of 
headed by Grand Chief Arthur 
held a consultation with the officerS of the 
elevated road, which lasted an hour anda half. 
Arthur, and a local engineer named Thompson, 
were the spokesmen for the committee, and 
they set foith the grievances of the vrother- 
hood. The company, by their representatives 
agreed to submit the proposition to the com- 
mittee at 3 o'clock tomorrow, and it is assum- 
ed that the offer will be satisfactory te both 
sides. 

About 500 engineers and firemen employed 
on the elevated roads met in Eighty-sixth 
street tonight to hear the report of the grieve- 
abce committee, as to the resaltof itsinterview 
and conference today with the oflicials of the 
company. _W. W. Thompson, chairman of the 
committee, said so faras the conference had 
gone it was satisfactory, and Chief Arthur 
wouid give the details. George Royal, a prom- 
invent member of the brotherhood, made 
a vigorous speech, in which he urged 
caution and prudence on the part of the mea, 
and, While not abating a jot of their just de- 
mands, to meet any and all overtures from the 
other side in a dignified and courteous spirit. 
Grand Chiet Arthur then explained the partic- 
ulais ofthe conference, which ended in delay, 
be:ng granted by the committee to the compa- 
ny until tomorrow at3 p. m., when another 
conference would be had. He said the com- 
mittee had reasons to be satisfied with the 
courteous reception accorded them by the 
company.

Hall, J.—Where suit was brought azainst a 

manufacturing and mining company on cer- 

tain notes given by its superintendent, and it 
was Claimed that he had authority to make 

them under the charter and a 

letter of attorney from the pres 

ident, it was the duty of the court to constru > 
both the charter and letter of attorney; and i¢ 
they did not authorize the making of the 
notes, the grant of a non-suit was right. 

Taking these alone, end without proof of other 

cireumstances to which it might be necessa- 

ry to resort to clear ambiguities or explain 
doubtful intention, there was nothing for the 
jury to find. 

(a.) The agents of a corporation must observe 
all the formalities which are required by the 
¢harter of the company to be observed in cor- 
porate transaftions; and if they act ina manner 
pot authorized by the company’s charter, their 
acts will not be binding. Thus where the 
charter of a company requires a contract of a 
particular description to be signed by certain 
oflicers, or approved in a certain manucr, no 
agent can bind the company by a contract of 
that description, unless it was executed in the 
manner prescribed. Mor. Corp,, 761; Ang. & 
Ames Corp., 291; 1 Dan. Neg. Inst., 7357 and 
cit.: 31 Ga., 376. / 

(b.) In this case it will not avail the plaintiff 
that the company held out the party with 
whom he contracted as an agent to bind it, for 
he knew, or is presumed-to have kaowa, its 
ywers under the charter, and he swore that 
i had seen the paper under which this agent 
acted before he would advance money for the 
company. 

(c.) One section of the charter of a corpo- 
ration was as follows: “That said body corpo- 
rate shall be known by the name of the kto- 
wah Manufacturing and Mig§aig company, by 
which name it shall sue and be sued, and do 
and perform whatsoever itis by this act au- 
thorized to do, and all instruments in writing 
and contracts, under seal or otherwise, and all 
deeds to and from said body corporate, shall be 
sicned or executed or signed and executed 
thicuch and with such ofiicer or agent as_ said 
body corporate shall appoint and direct.” An- 
other section of the act of incorporation gave 
to the body corporate the power, among other 
ihirgs, “to make and execute contracts, prom- 
issory notes, bonds and other obligations,under 
end not under seal, and with or without 
their corporate seal,” and declared that all of 
these should bind the property and interests of 
the corporation, and also the private property 
of any member thereof in proportion to the 
amount of his stock. The president 4 inted 
a general superintendent ‘“‘with full POwer to 
do anything that you may consider necessary 
for the disposal or protection of the property:” 

Hield that such superintendent was not em- 
* ,ered to make promissory notes which 
would bind the Corporation. Acts 1855-0, p. 
452. 

(d.) The power of an agent to make such 
contracts is not generally to be implied ; but it 
might necessarily be implied where the cor- 
poration carried on a banking business or dealt 
in money, loans, discounts, exchange, ete. 

(e.) There being no evidence that the 
money for which the notes were given was 
received by the company or used in carrying 
out the agency of the superintendent, a trial 
on common counts for money had and received 
weuld be useless. 

2. Itisunnecessary to consider the other 
questions made, as they could not change the 
result ; but no error appears in the rulings ‘ of 
the court.

The Debt “State ment. 

The December statement maken the net 
balance in the treasury $71,018,372; but this 
fact, unexplained, is misleading. We have 
more money on hand. Besides the sum 
named we have $100,000,000 nominally set 
aside to secure the greenback circulation ; 
small coins amounting to $28,523,275, and 
$11,500,000 set aside on account of ac- 
crued, but not due, interest on government 
and Pacific railroad bonds. We have, there- 
fore, a balance on hand, according to the old 
form of statement, of $210,778,951. The new 
form may be the best for the purpose of 
showing the clear net balance, and if its bal- 
ance is so considered no one will be misled. 
The present balance is larger by nearly sixty 
million than it was when the new adminis- 
tration took hold of affairs, and it is about 
seventy million more than the average sur- 
plus under previous administrations. Secre- 
tary Folger reduced the surplus by numer- 
ous bond calls to one-half the present amount. 
And yet no doubt the government has acted 
wisely in strengthening the treasury and 
guarding against all contingencies. There 
is a feeling abroad that the finances of the 
country are in safe and hands. 

The net gold imthe treasury has been 
creased since last March nearly tiventy-one 
million doHars, bringing the aggregate up to 
one huhdred and forty-eight million, beyond 
the outstanding gold certificates. The amount 
of gold is steadily increasing. The

Failures in athe South. 

The statistics of business tailures show 
that there were more in the south in 18%5 
than there were in 19884; althongh fewer 
failures occurred last year in other sections 
of the country than were recorded for the 
previous year. The extension of business in 
the south accounts for some of the additional 
number, but it is scarecly sufficient to ac- 
count forallof them. In the west there 
was a similar extension of trade without an 
increase in the number of failures. The 
Philadelphia Times is confident the increase 
in the south is due in good part to the sys- 
tem of credits indulged in in this section. 
‘Small credits,’’ it says, ‘‘are extended too 
long and collections are made with difficulty. 
This discourages business men who have to 
pay cash to the manufacturer, the wholesale 
merchant or the commission house, and the 
difficulty of raising money that is due when 
it is needed is such that in many cases they 
are obliged tosuspend. The indefinite ex- 
tension of small credits does not prevail in 
the western and Pacific states, where the 
number of firms and the amount of capital 
invested is probably increasing as fast as in 
the south, if not faster ; but both these sections 
illustrate the country's increasing prosperity 
by reducing their business failures, and the 
most progressive, cash-paying States of the 
south, like Texas and Georgia, both show a 
considerable reduction in the volume of lia- 
bilities of suspended firms. The of 
the yea for the south is, pay cash.’

Soon = af- 
ter Mr. Day left the sidewalk 
the Central road switch engine,. Griffin, 
with four cars ahead of it, came upon the same 
track at the switch, on the east side of Whitc- 
hall street, and began backing towards For- 
svth street. Mr. Bell, the engineer, wanted to 
place these cars on the west side of Forsyth 
street. and with an eye well to the front to 
prevent accidents, he pushed his train back at 
a moderate speed, Just as

The news of the terrible accident preceded 
the sad procession. Mr. Day was widely known 
mm Atlanta, and before the body reached W hite- 
ball street a large crowd congregated to ascer- 
tam the extent of hisinjuries. He was carried 
mto the drug store and made as easy as pos3i- 
ble. Hisson, Mr. 8. W. Day was quickly be- 
side him, as also was his grandson, Mr. Tom 
Day. When the son reached his father he 
opened his eyes and looking upon him said: 

“Raise my head a little.” 

He appeared to be suffering intensely. Dr 
Dan Howell, Dr. Westmoreland, Jr., and Dr. 
Alenstead respond tothe call, but they knew 
ata giance that Mr. Day was beyond help. 
They did what they could to relieve him, but 
he died in less than a half hour. The physi- 
cians then ascertained that his left shoulder and 
several ribs on that side had been broken 
and that internal injuries with old age had 
caused his death. 

REMOVED TO THE UNDERTAKERS. 

Mr. Day’s body was removed to Swift's un- 
dertaking rooms and prepared for burial. He 
had not been bruised or mutilated in any way, 
and when the body was dressed every one who 
looked upon the face was surprised “to see the 
latural life-like appearance. ‘The remains 
were taken to his Giullatt street. in 
the afternoon. 

Mr. Day was about seventy-six years of age. 
He was a small] man, with a faceclear of beard. 
He was kind hearted and numbered nearly 
everybody he Knew among his friends. He 
came to Atlanta before the war, and has been 
one of its citizens since. He was the father of 
Mr.8. W. Day,the ex-councilman. Mr. Tom Day 
and Mrs. William Jones ofthis city. He has

MISSISSIPPI POLITICS. 


Effort to Call a New 
Convention, 
JACKSON, Miss., January 6.—An effort will 
be made in the present legislature to adopt 
measures providing for a state constitutional 
convention. Under the constitution of 1532, 
Mississippi elected all her judiciary officers, 
making each of the three branches of the gov- 
ernment district and independent of the other.

A Father and Son Meet After Twenty-Five 
Years of Separation. 

Crinton, N.C., January 6.—A strange re- 
union has just taken place here. In 1861 the 
venerable Rev. H.S. Spivey parted from his 
son, John G. Spivey, at Goldsborough. The 
latter, then a youth, left behind him his loved 
ones to link his fate to that of the south.

His father 
heard of his capture and imprisonment and 
thought he died in captivity. In 1872 Colonel 
Spivey wrote to his father. The letter was 
misplaced and came to light only a few months 
ago while Mrs. Spivey was looking through 
an old bandbox. The discovery that the letter 
bad never gone on its mission to. North Caroli- 
na suggested that the old man might still be 
alive. The old letter was sent through the 
mail just as it was found on its origna! errand. 
It found the father still lingering in life, and 
from it resuited a visit of the son, accompanied 
by his daughter, Miss Nettie, to the old father, 
who had so long mourned him as dead.

An Interview With William Addison and Wife 
Who Fermed One*Couple of an Eventful

Stroud is the man who de- 
serted his wife at Sharon, and Mr. Addison 
and bride came to Atlanta and registered at the 
Cleveland house, where a reporter of THE Con-

porter was directed to room 19. 

A quiet tap brought Mr. Addison to the 
door. He was foundto bea young man of 
apparently twenty-five, with a good digure and 


easy manners. Asthe door stood half way 4 


open, the reporter could see that Mrs. Addison 
was laying on the bed evidently taking a lit- 
tle rest. r 

“TI called to see you,” said the reporter, ‘to 
hear what you had tosay with reference to 
the queer actions of W. H. Stroud who mar- 


ried your wife’s sister, and then -deserted ||

her.’ ; 

“Well,” said Mr. Addison smiling, “I don’t 
know that! could tell you much more than 
you published in THE CONSTITUTION this

“Have you apy idea where Stroud is?” 

“No, Lean’t say thatl have. You see after 
we were married Stroud and his wife came 
with us to Augusta where we remained a 
day or two, Then we left for Adlanta last 
Friday.

Mavor Hillver in Police Court Hears the Ca- 
ses—Hiow They Resulted, 

The recorder’s courtroom was crowded yes- 
terday morning. 

The Anderson-Mattison trial was the ‘cause 
of the crowd. 

Mayor Hillyer presided and the trial went 
off smoothly and evenly. 

Tho evidence in the case was about the same 
as the story printed in yesterday’s CONSTITU- 
TION. The witnesses were «questioned care- 
fully by both parties and teld their stories 
evenly Mr. Mattison then madea statement 
in which he eriticized Judge Anderson for as- 
saulting him. He said that the indge’s official 
position should have prevented him from do- 
ing what he did, and expressed surprise because 


the judge resorted to ficht 
rather than = law, ‘Why,.” said Mr. 
Mattison, “if I had misrepresented the judge, 


he could have obtained all satisfaction in the 
courts. That would have been nicer and bet- 
ter than to have engaged me in a street fight. 
Il regret this affair very much, and ask the 
court to deal with me lententily.”’ 

Judge Anderson stated in substance what 
he said m that last issue of Tar Con- 
STITUTION, and in conclading, said that 
the “evidence showed that he had not been 
euilty of disorderly conduct or violating any 
city ordinance. “If I have violated any law 
at all,” said he, “itis a state law. In engaging 
in the fight with Mr. Mattison, I may have 
been guilty of assault and battery: but then 
the assault was provoked by the remark Mr, 
Mattison made to me wien | struck him.” 

Judge Wright then made a brief address in 
behalf.of Judge Anderson, during which he 
spoke plainly about Mr. Mattison. Judge 
Wright said: “I don’t know where he came 
from and I don’t care except that we have no 
more like him. J] wish that when he was 
learning the law he has so navely shown here 
that he had learned politeness. Now I feel 
satisfied that the - meeting he was 
addressing on the night he made that speech 
Was 2 negro meeting be 

“You were booked to be present that night 
yourself,” said Mr. Mattison hastily. 

This created quite a laugh. 

“Well, may it please your honor,” said 
Judge Wright, “I remember that I was 
asked to be preasant to give a legal 
opinion on the prohibition qnestion and 
was to have been paid for it.

As for Judge Ander- 
son he believed that abond tor one hundred 
dollars to the city court to answer the charge 
of assault and battery would be the right 
thing. 

Mr. Mattison gave notice that he would ap- 
peal the case, and Judge Anderson gave bond, 

Later in the day after court had adjourned. 
Mr. Mattison met Judge Wright near the 
Whitehall crossing, and approaching him 
asked foran explanation of the language in 
police court. Judge Wright declined to give 
the explanation, and a quarrel was under fair 
headway, when some spectators interfered.
